THE FARMERS' CONGRESS. 


In the Farmers' Congress at Sedalia, 


Missouri, last week thirty States and 
Territories were represented by 375 del- 
egates. All the Eastern States were rep- 
resented by largo delegations while sev- 
eral of the Pacific Coast States had no 
representation whatever. The Congress 
discussed many subjects of general inter- 
est and adopted a number of resolutions 
among which are the following: 


Recommending State control of live- 


stock exchanges, so that no live-stock 
agent can be eacluded; recommending 
the passage of a national law requiring 
the stamping of artificial hog products; 
demanding a Federal law prohibiting 
gambling in farm products; indorsing 
the principles of reciprocity, and the 
work accomplished dy the World's Fair 
Directors. 


A 
number 
of 
resolutions 
intro- 


duced and discussed in the Congress 
were rejected, among them the follow- 
icg: Demanding the free coinage of 
silver dollars containing as much silver 
as can be purchased for a dollar; Gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads and tel- 
egraphs; Federal prohibition of the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, and the cession 
of arid lands to the several States in 
which they are situated. 


The gold bugs are trying to make cap- 


ital out of the defeat of the silver reso- 
lution by misrepresentation. The vote 
on the resolution did not imply that the 
Congress was opposed to free coinage, 
but that it did not favor inci easing the 
weight of the silver dollar to conform to 
the market value of silver bullion, and 
in that they showed good sense. The 
dollar is large enough now and the peo- 
ple ask only that more of them be 
coiLed.not that their weight bo increased 
or diminished at the will of the balls and 
bears of the bullion market. A Collar of 
412K grains of standard silver will satis- 
fy a large mnjority of the people.. 


The vote on the resolution to grant 


the arid land to the several States indi- 
cates that the farmers have no confidence 
in State Legislatures and they favor 
holding such lands for settlers who will, 
in the near future, utilize and develop 
them when water can be obtained by 
storage and rain making becomes prac- 
ticable.

Senor Montr, the Minister of the 


Chilean Government, was formally pre- 
sented to President Harrison yesterday 
by Secretary Blaine. 
He suid the ob- 


ject of tho mission which the Govern- 
ment of Chili confided to him, is to cul- 
tivate and maintain relations of peace 
and friendship between the United States 
and Chili, nuich have ever been close 
and cordial. 
He expressed his country's 


sencere wishes for the prosperity and 
welfare of this noble country. 


The 
President cordially welcomed 


Senor Montt, and said the presence of a 
representative of the Chilean Govern- 
ment at Washington, would, he hoped, 
tend' to promote good understanding 
between the two Governments. 
He 


assured the Minister that the people of 
the United States entertained only good 
will for the people of Chili and cannot 
doubt that the present and all future 
differences between the two Govern- 
ments will be honorably adjusted. 


There is no longer a doubt that the 


Chileans are disposed to investigate the 
alleged outrages on American sailors at 
one of their ports, and bring the offend- 
ers to justice. The brag and bluster 
dispatches sent from Washington two 
weeks ago were for electioneering pur- 
poses only, as the Government never in- 
tended to go to war with Chili, which 
evinced a disposition from the beginping 
to follow the example of Secretary 
Blaine in the dispute with Italy about 
the New Orleans lynching affair.

A Committee Appointed to Investigate 


and Report. 


Yesterday alternoen about forty of tbe 


fifty-eight 
gentlemen who were notified to j

scheme" subject, met at the court hoaee. 
J. P. Fonlks was elected Chairman and A. 
C. Bragg Secretary. The Chairman stated 
the object of the meeting as be understood 
it and asked if there was anyone present 
who could explain the matter folly. 
There 


were calls for James Mayberry, K. L, Ful- 
ton and D. C. Wheeler, but none of the 
gsntlemen responded. 
No one present 


seemed to understand the objaot of the 
agreement or obligation to pay $4,000, 
which had been signed by tbe fifty-eight 
gentlemen who were requested to attend 
the meeting. All seemed to be ignorant of 
the use made of the $4,000 or the purposes 
•or which it waa expended and, in fact, 
many of tbe signers did not know that 
they bad signed the obligation, as the cir- 
cumstance had escaped their memory, i* 
having occurred over two years ago. It 
seemed to be tbe sense of the majority that 
the money was due the Bank of Nevada, 
and that they were obliged to pay it. It is 
claimed that the; money was expended 
for the purchase of 320 acres of land, 
which is suitable for a reservoir, near the 
Little Trnckee river and that a deed, which 
ia now in possession of the Bank of Ne- 
vada, was made for that laud. 


Mr. Bragg read a letter from Mr. New- 


lands, which, in substance, stated that Mr. 
Newlands, who had expended $70,000 in 
tbe|pnrcbage of lands at Conner Lake, 
would carry the note at 4Jper cent, interest 
if there was a probability of forming an 
irrigation district on the Truekee and tak- 
ing the property and tbe note off his'.hands.

DEAD ON THE HIGHWAY. 


MINING AMD 8MEI/MNO ANTIMONY. 


Furnace In Successful Operation In 


Humboldt County. 


Extensive operations are being carried 


on in Black Knob Mining District, fifteen 
miles east of 
Lovelocks in Humboldt 


eonnty. There are two well defined anti- 
mony leads in the district. 
These are 


owned by Eastern men and are under the 
management ot Dr. H. H. Hntohens, who 
is a practical chemist and assoyer. There 
are ten claims of 1,500 feet each on the 
leads. Two or three of these claims are 
develops a by tunnels and shafts to a con- 
siderable extent. There is a shaft 300 feet 
on one 'of the claims and drifts have 
been run on the lead from tbe shaft, 100 
feet on the 
first 
level, 200 feet on 


the seond and 300 on lowest. The ore vein 
ranges in thickness from 6 inches to 4 feet. 
The ore averages 33% per cent, metal, 
some of it running as high as 75 per cent. 
which is pnre antimony ore, wholly free 
from gangup, and melts raadily in tbe 
flumes of a candle. It is estimated that 
there are 4,000 tons of ore in sight in tbe 
mines, and 400 tons on the dump. 


Dr. Hutchens has built a double reverb- 


eratory furnace of bis own design at the 
mines. It has a daily capacity of ten 
tons. It reduces the ore and refines the 
metal at one operation, the loss by vola- 
tilization not exceeding one per cent, and 
that IOEB ocean in drawing the metal from 
tbe furnace into tbe molds. 
The cham- 


bers are air tight and the furnace is lined 
with soapstone or talo to prevent absorp- 
tion ! and its destruction by acids and 
alkalies. Tbe crucibles are made of talo 
and asbestos and are indestructible b; 
fire. 


Antimony, like quicksilver, volatilizes 


readily, and great care has to be taken to 
prevent loss from that source. 
Th«re are 


only one or two smelting works in tbe 
United States for the reduction of antimony 
ores, and these are built on different princi- 
ples from that at Black Knob. As soon as 
the arrangements now being made are com- 
pleted the furnace will be run steadily coal 
osing used as fuel, and carloads of st»r an- 
timony will be shipped weekly from Love- 
looks to the East, where it is in good de- 
mand, for making type, babbit metal, and 
for numerous other purposes.
